THE MOST FEASIBLE. 
CANAL COMMISSION MAKES UP 
ITS FINAL REPORT.

Reasons for the Selection of This 
Course Over That at Panama Clearly 
Set Forth—Great Obstacles in the Way 
of Legislation. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 
Dispatch.} Here are some of the tm- 
portant points in the final report of 
the Isthmian Canal Commission, which 
was practically completed today: 

First—The consideration of al! infor- 
mation obtained with regard to the 
Nicaragua and Panama Canal routes 
establishes that the former is “the 
most practicable and feasible route for 
an isthmian canal, to be under the con- 
trol, management and ownership of the 
United States.” 

Second—Provision i# made for a 
canal which shal] have a depth of 35 
feet and a width at the bottom of at 
least 150 feet, which shall be provided 
with eight locks, four on either side 
of Lake Ni 

Third—The estimated cost of the 
construction of a canal by the Nica- 
ragua route is about $200,000,000.' This 
is $58,000,000 more than it will vost to 
complete the Pamana Canal, exclud- 
ing the price that would have to 
be paid for acquiring the 
Panama Cana! concession. While 
the Panama Canal, after comple- 
tion, would be shorter than the Nicara- 
gua Canal and would have fewer locks 
and less curvature, en#bdling a saving 
of twenty-one, hours for the passage of 
ships from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
Ocean to be effected, this advantage 
is offset by the fact that the Nicaragua 
route is nearer to the United State 
and a ship sailing between New York 
and San Francisco could save time by 
using the Nicaragua, instead of the 
Panama route.

Borings 
made by engineers at Conchuda, just 
above the mouth of the San Carlos 
River, have established that it is the 
best site for a dam which will control 
the great discharge of that stream. The 
commission estimates that a saving of 
$3,000,000 will be effected by the selec- 
tion of this site, while the engineering 
advantage will be correspondingly 
great. The Ochoa Dam project has. 
been abandoned. 

Artificial harbors must be con- 
structed’at Greytown and near Brito, of 
a depth equal to that of the canal, and 
this work will be extremely expensive.

FORTHCOMING NATIONAL RECI- 
PROCITY CONVENTION. 
Famous “Last Speech” of President 
McKinley to Be Given. a Plain Defini- 


tion by a Representative Body of Men 
to Prevent Financial Hysteria.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—{Exclusive 


| Dispatch.] Next Tuesday one of the 


most important conferences in recent 
times of American business men will 
assembie in Washington under the 
name of the National Reciprocity Con- 
vention. The prospects are that the 
assemblage will not be large as to 
numbers, though that it will be strong- 
ly representative of the modern busi- 
ness and commercial spirit of the 
United States there is no doubt. It is 
expected that the convention will ex- 
tend over three days, with two ses- 
sions each day, and that it will be at- 


tended by representative manufactur-: 


ers, importers and exporters from every 
industrial center of the country. 

The convention was called a month 
ago by the Board of Trade of Phila- 
deiphia as the direct outgrowth of the 
reciprocity agitation that was staried 
by President McKinley's now famous 
“last speech” at Buffalo, and of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's solemn declaration. on 
taking the oath of office! that he would 
follow the unbroken policy of his prede- 
cessor. In a broad sense, the chief 
aim and purpose of the convention is 
to interpret for Congress, the nation 
and the world, the economic policy pro- 
claimed by ‘the martyred President a 
few hours before he was struck down 
by the assassin's bullet. and to show 
that in his Buffalo speech he did not 
mean to define any new doctrines for 
his party. or to start the country on 
unmarked and untried paths, as is so 
clamorously declared to have been his 
meaning by publicists and politicials 
who are not in harmony with the main 
tenets of the Republican faith, and who 
never did understand President Mc- 
Kinley and other statesmen who 
worked with him in building up the 
present impregnable fiscal policy, 
through which the United States has 
become the most prosperous nation in 
the world. 

That the business men of the coun- 
try, great and small, understood the 
dead President, and that he understood 
them goes without saying. Under- 
standing him as they did, they now 
believe it to be their patriotic duty to 
‘meet in the national capital on the eve 
fof the reassembling of Congress and 
give a plain definition of the doctrines 
enunciated with such earnestness and

VANCOUVER (B. C.) Nov. 12.—(Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.]

PERIL ON ALASKAN COAST. 
SLOUGHING OF GLACIERS. 
{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

PORT TOWNSEND (Wash.) Nov. 12. 
~The coast of Southeastern Alaska 
coftinues to be swept by storms, ac- 
cording to reports brought by the 
steamer Al Ki arriting tonight from 
Skagway. Strong winds and snow- 
storms have prevailed almost con- 
tinvally during the past two weeks, 
and there is considerable floating ice 
in the channels. 

The Al Ki, in attempting to cross 
Queen Charlotte Sound, was forced to 
turn back, owing te the fury of the 
gale and high seas:’ Her decks were 
sWept with immense waves, and Pilot 
Bradley, who has been continually on 
the Alaska route during the past 
twelve years, says that the storm or 
the Queen Chariotte Sound was the 
most furious he has witnessed during 
that period. 

The ice floe, he says, is larger than 
ever known before, and he accounts 
for it as being the result of the severe 
earthquake of two years ago, which 
enattered the various glaciers. Since 
that time the sloughing of icebergs 
from giaciers has been very great, 
and the channels are filled with them, 
rendering navigation hazardous during 
the long, dark nights of winter.

EX-MINISTER DAGGETT 
HIS LITERARY EFFORTS.

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 12.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.) Rollin Mallory 
Daggett, one of the best-known of 
early writers connected with Califor- 
nia literature, died at the Homepathic 
Hospital in this city today, a@geq 70 
years. He had been ailing for some 
time, and went to the hospital recently 
to receive treatment for a tumor on 
the liver. After gradually sinking for 
nine days, he passed away. 

Daggett was born at Piqua, Miami 
county, O., but came to California as 
a boy. He crossed the plains by the 
southern route with an emigrant 
train, but wandered off from his com- 

nions and fell in with some Moqui 
ndians, with whom he remained for 
some time, studying their habits and 
manners. Afterward, when he became 
identified with journalism in this city, 
he wrote of this eScapade in “Lost in 
the Wilderness.”’ 

Deggett Was one of the founders of 
the Golden Era and San Francisco 
Mirror. Then he went to Nevada, and 
was prominent in politics and mining. 
In 1878 he was elected to Congress 
from Nevada, and on the expiration 
of his term was appointed Minister to 
Hawaii. Since then he has done little 
except to contribute editorials to th 
Sunday Chroncile. 

Among his best works are “Legends 
and Myths of Hawali,” several vol- 
umes of poems, one of the best of 
which is “My New Year's Guests,” and 
a novel called “Braxton's Bar.”

MORMONS IN JAPAN. 

Heber J. Grant and His Associates De- 

fend the Practice of Polygamy and. 

Stir Up Tremendous Opposition. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

TACOMA (Wash.) Nov. 12.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) Heber J. Grant and his 
three Mormon associates of Salt Lake, 
who are proselyting in Japan, have 
stirred up such tremendous opposition 
to Mormonism there that it is doubt- 
ful if they will be permitted to con- 
tinue preaching. These four Mormon 
aposties had scarcely commenced 
preaching when the Japanese began 
to ask searching questions regarding 
polygamy. The Mormons announced 
that they would not preach that doc- 
trine, but at the same time began de- 
fending it as righteous and approved 
by God. 

In later discussions they -have boldly 
stated that the Mormon church Was 
growing stronger, and its members 
eventually expected to become strong 
enough to repeal the anti-polygamy 
law and resume the practice of polyg- 
amy. They feel, said these apostles, 
that the government is doing wrong 
in forbidding the holy rite of plural 
marriage. 

One of Grant's associates said the 
greatest regret of his life was that he 
did not practice polygamy while the 
law permitted it. English newspapers 
at Tokio and Yokohama are full of 
those polygamous utterances, and se- 
verely criticize the Mormon teachings.

SANTA BARBARA, Nov. 12.—{From 
The Times’ Resident Correspondent.) 
J. W. Nier, who since the rain went 
southward for the purpose of making a 
thorough ihvestigation of th® damage 
done to crops, has returned.
